At Weatherford, Parker county's 
"million dollar" peach crop was 
reported wiped out Saturday night 
by the cold. Orchardists In that 
region had no smudge pots to 
combat the cold. 


At Sherman, nurserymen said 
the

may be badly 
hurt. 
County Agent B. F. Fray said 
the continued cold

may 
cause corn to rot In the ground. 
Truck gardens 
were ruined. If

Falls wiped out what was left 
of the fruit crop after previous 
frosts.

The dull boom of heavy field 
guns on the heights above Naval- 
pernl De Pinares, strategic com- 
munication center only 15 miles 
from Avila, signalled the end in 
the early dawn of the spontaneous 
truce that halted fighting on all 
fronts over the Easter. 


The artilery, Implaced in the 
Sierra De Malagon range during 
the night, battered the Important 
railroad center to cover a general 
advance on the El Escorlal front. 
Insurgent batteries outside the 
capital meanwhile dropped eight 
shells In Central Madrid during a 
morning bombardment, causing a 
number of casualties and break- 
ing a gas main in the Gran Via, 
Madrid's principal business thor- 
oughfare. 
Most of the projectiles fell into 


a. crowded area near the Puerto 
Del Sol. The smell of gas linger- 
ed over the entire district adja- 
1 cent to. the broken main.

BUSINESS PHILOSOPHY 


There is much sound phil- 


osophy and common sense 
in these passages from an 
article by T. M. Girdler, 
head of the Republic Steel 
Corporation, in a chamber 
of commerce magazine: 


"It seems to me -it is up 


to business to prove its case 
not by complaint, but by 
accomplishment. I think it 
is up to business to do the 
best it can to keep. more 
men steadily employed, to 
pay the best wages it can 
in a competitive market, to 
be fair in its practices, hon- 
est in its dealings and de- 
cently tolerant of the peo- 
ple's opinions—relying un- 
on the fact that the great 
majority of the 
American 


people, in the long run, aro 
a rather sensible lot. 


"It would seem as if any 


intelligent man should- un- 
derstand that the time has 
passed when he can remain 
in business purely for th-a 
purpose of making money 
for himself at the expense 
of 
everybody 
else—that 


business, especially big busi- 
ness, today must justify its 
existence not merely on the 
ground of 
private 
profit, 


but also on the ground of 
public 
welfare. 


"Of course, no business 


is justified 
in 
continuing 


without a profit. But suc- 
cessful business men hav. 
long since found that keep- 
ing wages too low or prices 
too high does not make for 
profits. In these days prof- 
its are made by industries 
which succeed in advancing 
the standard of 
living of 


the American people. This, 
I think, is the 
philosophy 


which business must follow 
from now on. 


"There are those in this 


country who seek to estab- 
lish higher standards of liv- 
ing by enacting 
of 
laws 


which 
would 
arbitrarily 


raise both wages and prices 
and regulate manufacturing 
and distribution by putting 
them in straightjacket. But 
what good are higher wages 
if they are simply passed 
on in higher prices? This 
means no rise in the stand- 
ard of living." 


Liberal-minded pcopl6 to- 


day, in business or out of 
business, will readily agree 
with this attitude. But af- 
ter reading the last para- 
graph quoted, some may 
inquire why the steel indus- 
try, after granting a liberal 
wage-i'aisj, immed l a t e l y 
raised steel prices to an ex- 
tent estimated 
at two or 


three times as much.

There may be something 


in Jay Franklin's remark 
that '''the

Courts and cops and em- 
ployers are all puzzled. Our 
clear 
ideas 
of 
property 


rights grow confused. The 
upsetting idea that perhap.-i 
"jobs are property" seems 
to- spread 
with 
startling 


rapidity. Here is perhaps 
the biggest jolt that our 
caplalist system, with 
Its 


sacred rights of ownership, 
has had for some time. 


If a man has a property 


right in his job, you sec, 
just as an owner has in his 
factory, the question of the 
sit-down striker grows more 
complicated than it seemed 
at first. If you accept this 
idea fuliy, it seems to mean 
that the striker has as much 
right there as the owner 
has. He would have no mora 
right than the owner, of 
course; but he would not 
be an intruder in the old 
sense, who could properly 
be ousted by the courts. 


We are still far from that 


idea of legality, of course. 
And most of us are still far 
from 
it 
in 
our personal 


thinking. Few would want 
to put it into force tornor- 
row morning. But obvious- 
ly there is a strong leaven 
working here, which is like- 
ly to make great changes in 
our 
social 
and economic 


life. And in our political 
life. 


We have been talking for 


years of ''the right to leis- 
ure." That was a revolu- 
tionary idea, we thought; 
but it may be less revolu- 
tionary than "the right to 
work." Broadly speaking, it 
may be true that in a mod- 
ern industrial nation all that 
about half the people havj 
—if they have it—is their 
job.
